rule of the Baltimore court has at last been 
upset by the Maryland Court of Appeals. 
The Importanancc of the .affair extends far 
beyond Baltimore and Maryland; it ^jjjctends 
to every individual because the point at issue 
is tho authority of a court to make rules of 
censorship.

Tho presumed intent of the Baltimore 


court was laudable. Its rule prohibited police 
and other officials from revealing, and news- 
papers and radio stations from publishing in- 
formation about the doings, statements or 
background of a person, accused of a crime 
between the timo of arrest and the time of 
trial. Presumably the object' of the rule was 
to prevent probable jurors from being 
prejudiced by newspaper and radio reports 
in advance of the trial, for the sake of fair- 
ness of trial. 


There is no quarreling with this aim. But 


If tho Constitutional guarantee of freedom 
of speech and press is to be preserved, such 
an aim cannot be achieved by law, or' by 
court rules which usurp the function of law. 
It must be achieved chiefly by education. 
Educated people are not so easily prejudiced 
on the whole as are people who have not 
acquired u sound basis for discrimination: 
But education must be aided by the respon- 
sibility imposed on newspapers and radio 
by public opinion.

CANS AND CAMPFIRES ' 


Holidays call for picnics and campfires; 


vacations call for plenty of cans of food to 
add to the fish caught in cool streams. But 
holiday time also is forest fire time. It is only 
too easy to start the tiny creeping flame 
which reaches the evergreens and 'turns into 
a roaring blaxe which • sweeps with utter 
devastation over the countryside. 


Make the campfire, by all means. But 


make it safely and skilfully. Then see that 
!t is entirely out before you leave. Let no 
cigarette butt bo left with the slightest spark 
in 1C. Take out the other end of the empty 
can so it cannot hold water for insects to 
breed in. Flatten it, then, and lay it on the 
dying fire for the 'bright paper to burn off, 
the tin to darken and the whole thing to 
become part of 1:he dull ashes, melting into 
the landscape with no offensive garbage look. 
All (,-arbago, of course, is to be burned before 
the fire goes down. And the fire? Water; or 
sand or tamping down is necessary. Watch 
it. Take ten more minutes. Take half an 
hour If noodful, but see that the fire is out. 
What's half an hour compared with a forest 
fire? Nothing. You can walk around, sing, 
visit while tho fire dies. But don't leave it 
alivo. 


Have fun. But have it without destruction 


and leave the place with the happy hearts 
that go with clenr consciences and thought 
for the public good. 


LEARNING TO TALK 


Tho mystery of language is expected to 


bo at least partly solved by current research 
which is being carried out with'birds. Dr. 
O. II. Mowrcr, psychologist at the University 
of Illinois, hopes lo iincl out how babies learn 
to talk. 


Animals, which are used for other scien- 


tific experiments, seem to be incapable of 
speech as we know it, whereas a few species 
of birds have actually learned to-talk. Par- 
rots, ravens, magpies, and some others, when 
treated with care and kindness, will respond 
by talking to their trainers, even so far as 
naming objects wanted. Conversation in 
human language between birds is considered 
impossible however. 


The scientific value of such experiments 


is obvious. From the aesthetic point of view, 
however, it is just as well that most varieties 
of birds fulfill their reason for being by simply 
flyinj;, singing and ncst-buildlng. There is 
enough talk going on in the world without 
having the birds on the boughs conversing.

THE DOLLAR 


The British are annoyed that they have too 


few dollars, although they ought not to complain, 
as they get so many of them for nothing. 


Americans ought really. to complain that they 


have too many dollars, for each dollar is worth too 
little and, therefore, more are required to make 
them serve. For instance, at the end of 1948, one 
United States dollar bought about 43 cents of raw 
materials, as compared with 1935-39 average. A' 
similar dollar bought only about 46 cents of con- 
struction and less than 45 cent of labor. The con- 
sumer's dollar was worth about 61 cents on that 
base. Nothing in these figures, collated by the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board, says anything 
about quality either for goods or services. As the 
quality deteriorated, the consumer got less for his 
money. 
This managed currency of ours has n wide 


fluctation, depending upon what anyone will take 
or give for it. For instance, using the same 1935-39 
base, the last time labor was willing to sell its 
services for a dollar that equalled a dollar or more 
was in 1936. In 1937, the labor dollar fell to" 95.9 
cents and it has been going down steadily. II now 
takes more than two dollars to buy a dollar's worth 
of labor. That reflects itself in all costs, including 
everything that.the laborer's .wife has to buy for 
her household. Naturally, the laborer asks for more 
dollars as his costs go up, but every time he does. 
that, costs go up higher. If this process is not 
broken somewhere, the laborer might have to be 
given ten dollars for one dollar of work. In other 
words, the United States dollar will then be worth 
a dime, and that would show up all around, in 
every price. At such a point, the'printing press 
would have to be used to turn out dollar bills fast 
enough to meet the demand.- 


Congress fusses over the question of building 


and wants to pour more billions into building at 
public expense. Few politicians are willing to face 
or tell the .truth, which is that neither private nor 
public capital can afford to do much building when 
the construction dollar and the labor are worth less 
than 50 cents. That only means that it costs too 
much to build and whereas the government might 
take- the loss and pass it on to the taxpayer, spread- 
ing It out thin over the whole people, building has 
been made unattractive for private capital, because 
it is difficult, if not impossible, to make 'anything 
like an adequate return on an investment. For 
this, government policy, particularly the Fabian 
socialism of Chester Bowles, is-responsible. In fact, 
the sensible investor will buy government bonds, 
which pay off so handsomely that they make all 
other investments unsound—which is very bad for 
the national economy. This constant sale of high- 
interest government bonds is a socialism method 
for drying up reservoirs of private capital. 
Phil Murray, Dave Dubinsky and other labor 


philosophers would solve this problem by what 
should be caUed'the John L. Lewis Dodge. Instead 
of demanding more dollars as wages, they demand 
dollars for social services. In any accounting of 
•costs,'it makes very little difference whether the 
amounts are cited as wages or social services, gifts 
or bonuses. The amount has to be added to the 
cost of purchasing labor and, therefore, brings 
down the labor dollar in terms of what it gets in 
the final result. • 


This dodge merely shifts payments from the in- 


dividual worker to the labor union and makes the 
worker more dependent upon the ipse dixit of the 
union official. It aljso duplicates government social 
services; triplicates the process if the employer 
also provides some social services. And all these 
costs have to be loaded onto the purchasing value 
.of the dollar in terms of labor, and affect" the 
price.

It is about time that we discarded Keynesian

HEADACHE 


Some years ago I tried to count up the number 


of causes of headache. When it ran over 100,1 stop-. 
ped. Some research workers report over 200 causes. 


When the pain is in the top of the head, it may 


be caused by thin blood, mental and physical tired- 
ness (neurasthenia), hysteria, and diseases of the 
bladder and generative organs, 


Pain in the' forehead is often duo to constipa- 


tion, digestive disturbance' (gas). If immediately 
over the eye, it may be sinus or an eye disturbance. 


If the pain is at the back of the head, it may be 


due to indigestion, eyestrain, infected teeth, .sinus 
'disturbance, rheumatism, a displaced or ruptured 
disk (cushion between the neck bones of the spine), 
and diseases of the middle ear. 


Pain at the side of the head, about the ear, is in 


.most cases caused by diseases of the ear'and "teeth, 
and even by eyestrain. 


From time to time there seem to be epidemics 


.of pain at the back of head and in tho neck, which 
must be due to organisms in the air as these symp- 
toms attack whole communities. Fortunately,- the 
attack does not. last long usually, nnd relief is ob- 
tained by hot applications and..the use of aspirin. 


While we now are all familiar with cases of low 


backache and sciatica caused by injury to the disks 
between the bones of the spine in the lower back, 
it is only during the past two years that we are 
learning that the.disk's between the.spine bones of 
the neck can be so injured or crushed that the frag- 
ments press upon the nerve or nerves' \vhiclv extend 
from the spine to the back of the. head, neck, 
shoulder and arm. Thus, when pain occurs 'in this 
region, it is believed due to a cold, rheumatism or 
neuritis. As heat gives relief at .times, the fact that 
a disk has been injured from .a'blow or fall never is 
suspected.

The thought, then, is that where then; is pain at 


the back of head and neck, which may extend into 
the shoulder and arm, and this pain persists for any 
length of time, nn X-ray film should uo made. In 
;Mic meantime, the patient can olittiin aome roliel' 
ay .standing and silting tall, which takes some 
wolitht off the disk.

Problem of U. S.-Russian Domestic Policy Ii One of Biggeit 


Iiiuei Before Congress 


By DAVID LAWRENCE . 


Washington, June 27—It has 


been said often that the key to 
American domestic policy is Rus- 
sian policy. But that point has 
never seemed so pertinent as it 
does in surveying the most acute 
problem that is faced by Con- 
gress today. 


If the United States could bo 


sure, for example, that 
there 


would be no war with Russia for 
the next ten years or more, it 
would not be necessary to spend 
$15,000,000,000 a year on a re- 
armament budget. 


This is such an unprecedented 


amount for the United States to 
be spending on military defenses 
that the whole domestic economy 
is involved. The choice between 
a' balanced or unbalanced budget 
has to be made soon and, while 
there1 are economies that can' be 
made' in the non-military spg- 
ments of the budget, everybody 
would he happier if the prospect 
of war were diminished so that 
the military expenses could be cut 
deeply.

Actually it comes closer 
to being a pattern for accepting 
that which is unsolved. It means 
that both sides, recognizing that 
for the time being agreement en.' 
vital points is impractical, agree 
to find a way to live with the ex- 
isting disagreement. 
' This is exactly what has been 
developed at the Paris conference. 
It is always encouraging in diplo- . 
macy to see a "Modus Vivendi" in- 
troduced. For it means that a 
deadlock is not going to bo per- 
mitted to develop into such tense 
relations as to make it possible 
for some isolated incident to in- 
flame passions and provoke one or 
the other or both sides to war. 


The fact that the term "cold 


war" hasibeen used for such a long 
time has' led many to believe truit 
a "hot war" was the next step. 
The Paris arrangements tend to 
mitigate any such impression, if 
not to erase it. 


The problems of Europe are so 


complex that, even if the Russians 
were disposed to agree on a pro- 
gram, there is always the differ- 
ence of view as between the Brit- 
ish and the French, and some- 
times, as between the British a/id 
French on the one hand and the 
United States on the other. This 
is one rgason why the Russians; 
have tried to maneuver America 
into the position of direct negoti- 
ations with Moscow. But these tac- 
tics, have not succeeded because 
the.United States must first con- 
sult and agree with the British 
and French. The point is that even 
with the best intentions, the west 
and the east would find it diffi- 
cult to reach an agreement on 
what should be done about Ger- 
many. 


Wars leave an aftermath of 


problems which physical force or 
threats of force by themsclvos 
cannot solve. Therein lies the real 
challenge to human ingenuity and 
patience.
